Check Up on >

of Evangelist

Dougias, Ariz., June 24.—()—On a 
trip across the border late today Mrs. 
Aimee Semple McPherson said she rec-

She will conduct a search 
for the shack again tomorrow. 


Local officials, aided by special! investi- 
gators from Los Angeles, tonight were 
carefully checking the story of Aimee 


McPherson staggered into this 
yesterday in an apparently dazed con- 
dition and told of her escape from kid- 
napers who had held her since May 18 
in the Mexican desert. 

While this investigation was in prog: 
ress, several posses were combing the 
desolate country south of Agua Priet, 
Mexico, seeking for-the 20 mile trail 
of the woman and the shack in which 
she said she had been imprisoned. 

The investigation here turned to an 
inspection of the evangelist’s clothing. 

According to local officers, who are 
familiar with the desert, there is noth- 
ing to indicate tkat the garments had 
been worn for the length of time or 
under the conditions which Mrs. Mc- 
Phe.son described. 

Slippers Show No Marks. 

The leather of the black strapped 
slippers was still bright under the in- 
step, where the officers said they ex- 
pected to find it scarred and roughened 
by the rigorous overland tramp 
through cactus and sagebrush. 

Mrs. McPherson's outer garment—a 
gray gingham bungalow apron—was 
not térn and tattered as they expected 
from her recital of frequent falls, and 
moments of swooning along the rough 
Niggerhead mountain trail and sane 
Prieta international road. 

One clew resulted from an inspection 
of Mrs, McPherson's clothing, which, 
according to Police Chief Bowden, may 
be of geat aid in solving the puzzle 
about the kidnapers, “ Rose,” “ Steve,” 
and a third man, told of by Mrs. Mc- 
Pherson as her captors. ; 

The clew is a serial number on a 
corset which the evangelist was wear- 
ing when taken to the hospital. From 
the corset the officers hope to trace 
back to the place and time of its pur- 
chase. 

Police Capt. Cline of Los Angeles 
and Assistant District Attorney Ryan 
also obtained a shorthand transcript 
of Mrs. McPherson's own story this 
morning. 

Afterwards, Cline said he was con- 
vinced that the evangelist’s story of 
the kidnaping was true ahd that he 
could find nothing to discredit it. 


Search Covers 15 Square Miles. 


The most skilled trackers in this 
region conducted the desert hunt to- 
day. Some of them are Yaqui Indians, 
others Mexican rurales who ride the 
international line, and with them is a 
special posse of American cowboys and 
desert men. They spread out over the 
country. and tonight's checkup showed 
their search had covered something 
like fifteen square miles. 

Two old cabins -were inspected. 
Neither of them, according to. the 
searchers, had been lately occupied. 
Charlies E. Cross, an old time border 
deputy sheriff, who is familiar with the 
whole territory, said he has never 
known of a shack in the locality sim- 
jlar to that apcken of by Mrs. Mc- 
Pherson. 

Mrs. McPherson's Mrs. Min- 
nie Kennedy of Los Angeles, and the 
women evangelist’s two children ar- 
rived this morning and spent the day 
at her bedside.

Wayne B. Wheeler, general counsel] of the Anti- 
Saioon league, told the senate investigating com- 
mittee that the organization had spent $35,000,000 
in getting the constitutional amendment and the 
Volstead act. Senator Reed of Missouri developed 
the fact that these admitted expenditures do not 
include the amounts spent by the forty-eight state 
organizations. It is probable that not even Sen-- 
ator Reed's persistence will be able to bring a com- 
| plete disclosure of the money spent in influencing 
political action in the United States in this direc- 
tion. 

The Newberry expenditures of $195,000 in Michi- 
gan against the Ford organization were repre- 
sented as scandalous, an attempt to subvert popu- 
la will and to have elections derived from the cash 
box instead of the ballot box. Piety professed to 
be horrified. The Pennsylvania expenditures of 
$3,000,000 have also been used as illustration of de- 
moralization such as the electorate could not en- 
dure. But one organization of the prohibition 
force has $35,000,000 on its books and that leaves 
activities in each of the states unaccounted for. 

This money was spent in influencing legislatures 
and congress. Evidence also has proved what was 
common knowledge, that congressmen have been 
paid directly for prohibition promotion.. The 
money was used to establish political contro] and 
with this control put prehibition in the constitu- 
tion and the laws. 

This has been represented as the spontaneous 
moral expression of the -people of. the United 
States. In truth it has been a carefully calculated 
and heavily funded manipulation and was timed 

to catch people and their representatives in the 
emotions of a war and in the mood of self-restric- 
tion and social chastisement. They were giving up 
sugar, gasoline, white bread, lights, coal, etc., their 
money and some of them their lives, and the adroit 
manipulators struck them with the demand that | 
they give up alcohol, first as an expedient to save 
grain and then as a testimonial of higher moral 
purpose. 

It worked. The millions which had been spent 
to undermine the self-respecting ‘independence of 
legislators and to weaken the American conception

The mortality among police officers is 
even higher, and also growing. «In 1924 there were 
8 firemen killed and 12 policemen; last year 15 fire- 
men and 12 policemen; the average since 1919 is 
7.42 men annually for the police and 5.85 men for 
the firemen. 
The Chicago force has the most difficult and haz- 
ardous police service in the country because of the 
extent of the territory covered, the conditions of 
traffic congestion, the spirit of disobedience and 
recklessness among a part of our people, the power 
of organized crime and the weaknesses of our ad- 
ministration of justice. In spite of this we are lib 
eral neither in our pay scale nor in our pensjpn 
policy. 
As for the firemen, they show a high order of ef- 
ficiency and devotion though our policy toward 
them is not liberal. 
We think this is not economy, to say nothing of 
justice. We are sure that it will result in the grad- 
ual lowering of the level of character and efficiency 
in both forces. The citizens need the best defenses 
we can get from fire and crime and if there is not 
enough money to go around, it is poor policy to 
take the deficit out of two of the most essential 
services of our local government. 
The case for an adjustment of pay for both 
policemen and firemen seems to us a very strong 
one. It is also desirable that the pension situation 
be cleared up and a sound and liberal system be 
established and provided for. .The municipality 
owes this to its faithful servants who risk their 
lives so often for the protection of our property 
and our persons. The municipality owes it to us 
who need protection and to the good name of 


Chicago.

TOO MUCH IODINE. — 


OME reaction against the general 
use of iodine as a preventive. ot 
goiter is developing. The daily 
loss of iodine by the human body 
is very small, and the daily intake neces 
Sary to overcome that loss is readily ex- 
ceeded. There are those who claim that 
in our effort to escape the danger of 


lodine, thus jumping from the frying pan 
into the fire. One proposal is that we 
get our iodine in foods comparatively 
rich in that mimeral, but not too rich 
Or else that we eat iodine rich foods that 
ordinarily we crave, in limited quantity 
only. For example, butter is rather rich 
in iodine. It is reasonably safe food 
because, while nearly everybody likes 
butter, no one cares to eat more of it 
than a fraction of an ounce daily. 


Jarvis, Clough, and Clark advocate the 
frequent or periodic eating of canned 
salmon as a means of preventing goiter. 
In a study they found the iodine content 
of ten foods to range from above down- 
ward as follows: Red salmon, chum 
salmon, lemon juice, eggs, wheat, po- 
tatoes, apples, milk, and beef. Using 
butter with a value of 1 as a standard, 
red salmon graded 3.8; chum salmon 
2.1; lemon juice, 1.2; eggs, 2; apples, 
05 ; beef, .04. Cooking and canning sal- 
mon did not greatly lessen its iodine 
content. 
There was considerable variation in the 
amount of iodine in different parts ot 
the fish, in different fish, and in fish on 
different occasions. A fat salmon con 
tained more iodine than a lean one. Sak 
mon fat contained more than muscle. 


Roe contained more even than fat. The 
flesh of the female salmon on the way 
to the spawning grounds was poor in 
iodine, but her eggs were rich in it. A 
fish that had just spawned was relative- 
ly poor in iodine.

It is possible that seaweed, of all foods, 
is richest in jodine. But no one has 
perfected any culinary products rich in 
seaweed that tempt the palate. , 
No one shows any tendency to dig his 


grave with his teeth so long as the dig- 


ging is done in seaweed. That limita 
tion may have been a good thing if it 
be finally proven that the eating of iodine 
can be overdone. 
Lobsters and oysters are rich in iodine 
Here, too, there is a reasonable limita- 
tion of the amount consumed. In the 
case of canned salmon there 1s no great 
danger of overeating. Few people eat 
canned salmon every day. So far as 
most of the country is concerned, the 
custom is to have canned salmon 4s 4 
salad or as a meat course occasionally, 
or periodically, at fair intervals. There 
is no immediate prospect that any one 
will prove that too much. iodine as 
canned salmon is being eaten.

MISSIONARIES PERILED BY 


BY CHARLES DAILEY. 
[Chieage Tribune Press Service.] 


PEKING, May 24.—[By Mafl.]—The extent to 
which the bolshevist propagandists have under- 
mined American influence in China and their war- 
| fare against the Christian religion is well illustrated 
in the case of the southern Baptist -mission at 
Wuchow, in Kwangsi province, about 125 miles 
west of Canton, on what is known as the West 
river. 

The real story of the sufferings of the eight 
missionaries and their families probably never will 
be told, for after their years of work in Wuchow 
they have gone back to their homes until a bright- 
er day dawns for China, and the splendid Stout 
| Memorial hospital, the girls’ school, and the kinder- 
garten have been abandoned to the Reds, for it is 
extremely unlikely that the seal of the American 
navy that was placed on the property when the 
starving missionaries were rescued by the crew 
of the gunboat Pampanga has been permitted to 
remain. 

The real plight of these missionaries passed 
almost unnoticed at the time, because all atten- 
tion was centered upon the war in north China. 


Although this story deals wholly with the south- 
ern Baptist mission at Wuchow, it must not be 
fcrgotten that the case is largely typical. The 
great Canton Christian college is affected by strikes

eleven years. It was then, as it was three years 
later, Caillaux against Clernenceau, and the hys- 
teric act of a woman delivered the former into his 
enemies’ hands. It was not until 1917, when 
French morale had sunk almost to nothing, that 
Caillaux had a chance to return to power, and the 
ladder he chose was that of defeatism. Rightly or 
wrongly, he believed that a compromise and peace 
were better than further struggle and a doubtful 


paw disposed of Caillaux, cast him into prison,

The convention adjourned until to- 
morrow, when a ticket is to be named 
for state offices. Assemblyman Charles 
B. Perry of Wauwotosa, appears the 
leading candidate for governorship in- 
dorsement.

The action means that either the 
s@nate must accept the Hull amend- 
ments or there will be no banking leg- 
islation at this session. That any agree- 
ment can be reached is doubtful in 
view of the strength of the opposition 
in the senate to these amendments, 
the effect of which is to prohibit for- 
ever branch banking in states where 
state laws do not at present permit 
branches even though such laws are 
changed in the future.

in the indictment of those officers re- 
sponsible for law enforcement in that 
state or county and who have. been 
conniving actively with law violators. 

“In that way, we will encourage 
and make more popular the proper 
function of the local law officials. That 
will be the result, when they realize 
that there may be working right in 
their towns, federal under-cover agents 
who will expose them in conspiracy

He declared that the chief witnesses 
against Young were lawbreakers and 
bootleggers. le attacked particularly 
the testimony of Deputy Sheriff Har- 
vey Smith of Knox county, who has 
pleaded guilty to a conspiracy charge 
and who had testified that he had 
turned over booze bribe money to 
Young.

ARE READY FOR 
JULY

United States is strikingly shown in 
the weekly report of the federal re- 
*erve system, made public last night. 
Although the midyear settlement period 
's only a week away, involving large 
use of credit and transfers of funds, 
ithe reserve position of the system now 
Stands at the highest point of the year. 

In preparation for the July interesx 
and dividend disbursements, etc., 
coupled with expansion of credit as the 
result of advancing securities markets, 
loans and open market bills of the re- 
Serve system have expanded $85,828,000 
and $14,077,000 respectively in the last 
week. But this expansion was met by 
a decrease of $99,137,000 in holdings of 
Sovernment securities. Deposits declined 
| $32,662,000, due entirely to member bank 
reserve credits receding $35,521,000, and 
note circulation declined $5,381,000. 


Increase in Gold Reserve. 


creased $10,016,000 to a total of $2,846,- 
641,000. This marks an increase of $192,- 
000,000 since the first of the year, 
whereas in the corresponding period last 
year gold reserves declined $143,000,000. 
The present ratio of reserves to liabili- 
ties is 76 per cent, the high level of this

As usual, the principal changes this 
week occured at New York. Loans and 
bills bought expanded $25,199,000 and 
$17,323,000 respectively, while deposits 
declined $28,554,000. Reserves increased 
$36,842,000 and the reserve ratio rose to 
84.4 from 79.6 per cent in the preceding 
week. At Chicago, loans increased $24,- 
555,000, deposits, $13,513,000; and re- 
Serves, $4,713,000; while the reserve ratio 
fell to 73.1 from 74.4 per cent in the pre- 
ceding week.

Early vegetables are now rolling in 
from the gardens.

While beans with their yellow foliage 
are struggling to overcome the setback 
they had a week or two ago, lettuce 
is forming tight, crispy heads now 
ready for the salad plate. 

Beans were pounded into the ground 
by the recent hard rain that soaked 
the soil excessively, but the warm, 
the 
green color of the foliage. In most 
cases stunted beans will recover. 

‘The cool weather has been favorable 
for head and leaf lettuce. Iceberg 
head lettuce started in hot beds and 
‘transplanted to the open field early is 
big enough to’ cut. Some cut their 
biggest heads two weeks ago. In some 
of the south side gardens plants of 
this variety, started from seed sown 
in the open, will have heads big 
enough to eat in about another week. 
The leaves are touching where the 
plants are set fourteen inches apart 
and the heads are forming rapidly. 

Despite the late season, Peerless and 
Early Egyptian beets were ready for 
use the middle of June in some gar- 
dens where the seeds were started 
under glass. Beets of these same vari- 
eties started from “<< sown in open 
\beds are now ready for use. 

Early cabbages are coming through 
in fine shape. Heads of the Golden 
Acre will be ready to cut the first of 
next week. They were started in hot 
beds.
